Melchoir was dropped by parachute 
to the mainland near Greenly Island 
yesterday by one of the United States 
Army amphibian airplanes that flew 
to the Laborador coast to aid in 
bringing the plain out of the section 
where it landed April 13 after the first 
westward air crossing of the North At- 
lantic Ocean. | 

After observing Melchoir’s safe land- 
Ing near the Bremen the Army planes 
returned to St. Georges, N. F. Today 
they flew back to Pictou, N. S., to 
await the expected arrival of the Bre- 
men and escort the ship on its pro- 
jected flight to Mitchel Field, N. Y. 

Confirmation of reports of the acci- 
dent to the Bremen came from Melichoir 
tonight in a message to Maj. Gen. 
James E. Fechet, chief of the United 
States Army air corps, who is in charge 
of the amphibians. 

The message, which was received by 
the general at Pictou, stated the plane 
had been badly damaged in an attempt 
to take off and would have to be 
shipped out by steamer. It contained 
no details of the accident. 

Melchoir asked that the two Army 
planes return to the Strait of Belle Isle 
to take him out, but Gen. Fechet said 
euch a trip would be useless, as the 
presence of floating ice in the strait 
would prevent them from alighting in 
the water and there was no suitable 
landing place on the mainland. 

Gen. Fechet announced that the 
Army planes would take off tomorrow 
for Washington, stopping at Boston 
and New York en route. He will take 
as passenger Col. J. Welsford MacDon- 
ald, of Pictou, commander of the Pic- 
tou County Highlanders.

Geyser Tears Up Streets 
When Water Main Bursts 


Five Blocks Inundated by Geyser; Cellars Are Flooded; 
District Forces Fight Flow in Vain for a Long 


Time; Warning Given But Unheeded. 


A roaring, muddy geyser, unloosed by 
e, broken water main on South Dakota 
avenue near Newton street northeast at 
7 o'clock last night, flooded the neigh- 
borhood within five blocks with tons of 
water, inundated four cellars, turned 
two unpaved streets into rivers and 
caused an excited neighborhood to 
work well into the night digging 
ditches, building dams and taking other 
precautions to save their homes from 
further damage. 

At an early hour this morning the 
large force of District workmen, called 
from their homes to stop the flood, had 
been unsuccessful. 

The force of the water was so great 
as. it churned its way west on Otis 
street from South Dakota avenue it 
washed away a 15-foot concrete runway 
2 feet wide and 5 inches thick that 
led to the garage in the rear of the 
home of John Robinson, of 3619 Twen- 
tieth street. 

The back yards in the rear of the 
homes on Newton street between South 
Dakota avenue and Twentieth street 
and those of the house on the east side 


of Twentieth street between Newton 
and Otis streets were under 2 feet of 
water. 

The cellars of ‘s‘heodore F. Wilson, 
David Cheseldine and John Robinson, 
at 3617, 3615 and 3619, were flooded 
The flood waters were kept out of the 
remainder of the homes on this street 
only because of the quick work on the 
part of men in the neighborhood who 
braved the ruin of their Sunday clothes 
by building crude dams in the rear of 
their homes and by digging ditches 
through their yards, through which 
the water could drain.

DENIES LEGISLATION 
MAKES MORAL MEN 


Should Stop Boasting About 
Wealth and Learn How to 
Use It, He Adds. 


America has “more laws and less en- 
forcement” than any nation on the face 
of the earth. Bishop Philip Cook, of 
Delaware, chaplain general of the Sons 
of the American Revolution, yesterday 
told delegates to the annual congress 
of the National Society, at services in 
the Epiphany Church. 

“What we have made, we can undo,” 
Bishop Cook said. “That seems the 
proper course. But one thing we can 
not do—we can not go on allowing our 
laws to be flouted as they are today.” 

The services at Epiphany Church fol- 
lowed a parade of some 250 officers, 
delegates and guests of the order, from 
convention headquarters at the May- 
flower Hotel. The convention proper 
will get under way today. 


Brains Prove Big Problem. 


“Moral men obey the laws, but laws 
do not make moral men,” Bishop Cook 
added. “It is difficult to estimate from 
which this Government has suffered 
moést—men with brains without moral 
character or men with moral character 
without brains.” 

Declaring the prosperity of America 
“proverbial,” the chaplain general said 
it is high time this Government stopped 
* Doasting abou’ its wealth and learned 
to\\use it. 

Love of money, he sald, is the root of 
every evil, and evidences of it “uncov- 
ered. here,” he declared, “is but a 
Symptom of a widespread malady that 
affects our whole national life. 


Most Materialistic Age. 


“This is the most matertalistic age tn 
the history of the world,” he continued 
“The noise of the market place prevails 
over every other claim.” 

The annual church services were 
preceded earlier in the afternoon by a 
meeting of the national execytive com- 
mittee at the Mayflower Hotel. Mem- 
bers of the committee and national 
Officers of the organization were en- 
tertained at luncheon by President 
General Ernest E. Rogers. The last of 
the preliminary meetings was held last 
night when the national board of 
trustees met at the Mayflower,

“This points to a definite need for 
an attack upon cancer as one of the 
major remaining problems of medicine 
which still remain unsolved, despite 
many years of untiring effort of re- 
search workers in this and other coun- 
tries.”

United States and Great Britain would 
be possible.

The Polish acceptance stipulated that 
the treaty must not disagree with any- 
thing in the league covenant; that it 
must not render impossible defense in 
case of aggession, and that the at- 
tacked country must be freed from the 
obligations of the pact. 

This announcement surprised State 
Department officials inasmuch as 
Poland has not yet been asked for her 
opinion on the matter and has not 
been invited to adhere to the proposed 
treaty.

TIMES CHANGE, 


The truth of the adage so tersely expressed 
in the well-known line of the Roman poet, 

Tempora mutantur, nos et mutamur in illis, 
has received many illustrations and confirma- 
tions strong as proofs of holy writ, but scarcely 
ever did it secure more convincing proof than 
it did in the demeanor and speech of Timothy 
M. Healy at the Pilgrims’ dinner in London 
on Thursday. The former Governor General 
of the Irish Free State was the principal guest, 
and assembled to do him honor there were 
not only many Anglo-American notables, but 
also some of the very front rank leaders of 
church and state in England. A company that 
included the Catholic Cardinal-Archbishop ot! 
Westminster and the Protestant Archbishop 
of Canterbury, as well as the new lord chan- 
cellor and the Ear! of Birkenhead, with sundry 
other members of the British cabinet, lucked 
but little in intellectua! brilliance or represen- 
tative character. 

Time was when Tim FElealy would have tound 
himself strangely out of place in such a com- 
pany, and would probably have shocked every 
one present by some vitriolic outburst. In 
fact, it seems almost a miracle to find him at 
a “*hands-across-the-sea”’ dinner at all. There 
can scarcely be a doubt that his hosts expected 
a.display of at least some of his .old-time 
ebullience and outflare, but they were doomed 
to be disappointed, for the quondam enfant 
terrible of the house of commons roarea as 
gently as any sucking dove when his turn came 
to speak. The satiric string was muted aud 
the irony was subdued. As for abuse of any 
one, that, of course, under the circumstances, 
was entirely out of the question. There was 
no evidence of the passion that once derided 
the intellect of his political opponents as being 
that of “‘transmogrified mustard makers and 
beneficent. soap boilers;’’ no sign of the quick- 
wittedness that convulsed a jury with laugkter 
by describing the shedding of tears by counsel 
for the other side in a really painful domestic 
case as ‘“‘the greatest miracle since Moses 
struck the rock.”

THE CLIPPER RACE REVIVED. 

The recent race between two sailing vessels 
from Australia to England is reminiscent of 
the palmy days of the tea-clippers. As two 
four-masted barques were about to start on the 
14,000-mile journey from Port Lincoln, Aus- 
tralia, to Falmouth, England, one of them, 
the Beatrice, which flies the Swedish liag, 
challenged the other, the Herzovin Cecilie, of 
Finland registry and loaded with 
an ocean race. The challenge was immediately 
accepted, and with equal rapidity the great

The Senate has passed a joint resolution 
providing that no further proceedings for the 
condemnation of land 
Capito] street, Maryland avenue, and First and

‘proposed to erect a new home for the United 
States Supreme Court, be taken until Congress 
shall by law direct the acquisition of this site. 
The resolution provides further that if the 
square ever is taken over by the Government, 
the structures located theréin shall not be de- 
stroyed but shall be removed to some other 
site. The resolution was introduced to prevent 
the destruction of the old Capito) Building, 
from which the Nation was governed from 1815 
to 1819, and in which President Monroe was 
inaugurated. 

A new home for the Supreme Court is press- 
ing. Not only is the tribunal hampered by lack 
of space in which to conduct its routine busi- 
ness, but it is handicapped in that it has no 
place for an adequate library, no storage place 
for needed records, nor even private chamuers 
for the justices. The location that has been 
selected would provide a proper site for the 
new structure, in close proximity to the Capi- 
tol, with which it would compose a harmonious 
structural group. But if an important historic 
structure will have to be razed the .matter 
appears in another light. 

The joint resolution should be accepted by 
the House and signed by the President, so 
that the question may receive additional study. 
Lis a pity that construction of the home for 
‘he Supreme Court may have to be delayed, 
out under the circumstances the Supreme Court 
can afford to wait an additional year or two. 
if another equally desirable site can be found, 
the old United States Capitol should 
served in its original setting.

SAFER MATCHES. 

The Bureau of Standards is conducting ex 
periments in the hope of developing s«fer 
matches. The average match .has a lighted 
life of about 30 seconds. It takes from 6 to 14 
seconds for satisfactory lighting of a cigar or 
a pipe, and that part of the match that burns 
after its function has been performed is 
sponsible for most of the attributed to 
matches. Since 500,000 matches are used in 
the United States every minute, the menace 
that lies in this burning remnant of a match 
is evident. 

Whether or not a short-burning match would 
be practicable will have to be proved. It 
every match went completely dead as soon as 
it had served its purpose, there would be fewer 
fires. But who cares to speed up in using a 
match? The sudden extinction of a match 
before its duty has been done is calculated to 


re-

stir a man to homicidal) frenzy. 


The bureau’s experiment doubtless is worth 
while, but the better method of lowering fire 
losses would seem to lie in educating the pub- 
lic to a point Where it will make certain that 
every match is extinguished before it is dis- 
carded. There is hope, too, if the automatic 
lighter, for if its use increases in the future 
as it has in the past the day may arrive when 
a match will be only a museum piece, 


A-NEW AMERICAN ART. 


Since the motion picture tirst became an 
important medium of public entertainment 
there has been talk of improving it in three 
separate ways. The first concerned the addi- 
tion of color. The second had to do with the 
adding of a third dimension, depth. ‘The last, 
was to give it synchronized sound., In each 
of these three connections considerable prug- 
ress has been made. Color was first pro- 
vided from the brush of an artisan, a proc- 
ess too involved and costly ever to be com- 
mercially practicable, but with which severai 
worth-while productions were ‘completed. 
Color photography of recent years has been 
greatly improved and productions have been 
exhibited in which the natural colors of cos- 
tumes, landscape and properties have been 
recorded and reproduced. The various proc- 
esses have not yet been perfected, but it 
seems likely that the key has been found 
that will open the door to production of 
motion pictures in which the chromatic scale 
will be faithfully reproduced.

Synchronizing sound and movies engages in- 
ventors for the time being. yA year or 80 
ago no fewer than five new t#iking motion 
picture processes were announced, and it was 
believed that a major patent war would be 
precipitated. This did not transpire. Com- 
mercial development of the new processes was 
led by the Radio Corporation of America and 
the Western Electric Co. The latter licensed 
two producers under its patent rights, and 
their talking movies have been on public 
axhibition for some time. Now Western Electric 
has announced that ather important producers 
have contracted to utilize its system, and that 
within a year at least 1,000 theaters in the 
country will be equipped with talking 
movies. The Radio Corporation, it is be- 
lieved, will abandon its attempt to gain a 
foothold in the commercial talking motion 
pictire field, and concentrate its efforts to- 
ward creating and marketing a home talk- 
ing movie outfit. 

Talking movies are not quite perfected. 
Now that commercial rivalry between the two 
important process owners has been brought 
to a closé by the contract victories of one, 
however, it is likely that rapid progress will 
be made in their development, When this 
has been attained, it is likely that the other 
two attributes, color and depth, will receive 
more attention, The three together, syn- 
chronized sound, natural color and faithful 
perspective, added to the motion picture that 
already has reached such _ perfection § in 
mechanical and artistic detail, will constitute 
a ‘totally new medium of artistic expression.

Decrease in Alcoholic Deaths. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Your | 


correspondent, Hugh B. Rossell, in re- 
ply to a communication signed by me, 
makes some misstatements concerning 
alcoholism, which | am sure you will 
like to see corrected. He is misleading 
when he says that deaths from alcohol- 
ism have increased under prohibitio.. 
While it is true there has been a slight 
increase over certain dry years, never- 
theless, the alcoholism rate in no dry 
year has approached the average rate 
under license. 

There were about 16,000 fewer alco- 
holism deaths in the first seven prohi- 
bition years (the only vears .or which 
United States census figures are avail- 
able) than there would have been had 
the average preprohibition rate for the 
last seven wet years continued. In 
1926, the latest year for which the 
Census, Bureau statistics were available, 
there were fewer actual deaths from al- 
coholism in a registration area of 105,- 
000,000 people than there were in 1916 
from 71,000,000 people. 

The Life Extension institute, Inc., of 
New York City, in its monthly journal 
discusses the Metrépolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co.’s study of alcoholism death 
rates ‘rom 1911 to 1926 in thirteen of 
the larger States and says: ‘We are 
impressed by the fact that the third 
from the highest death rate from al- 
coholism is shown by New York State.

UNPLEASANT WATER TASTES 
REMEDIES. 

OST of the tastes and odors in 
M city water supplies are due to 

causes other than the addition 
of chlorine to the water. The New 
York State Health Department divides 
the causes of that unpleasant taste into 
three groups, giving the remedy in each 
class. 

In some instances the taste is due to 
chlorine alone; for one reason or an- 
other too much has been used. The 
remedy is to use less chlorine. This 
may call for sewer diversion, or filtra- 
tion, or some other procedure, in order 
to make the smaller dose safe. 

The second group of tastes is due to 
the reaction between the chlorine and 
plankton, algae, and other living, and 
dead plants and anfmals in the water. 
The remedy varies somewhat. In some 
cases diversion of organic pollution is 
called for. If the taste is due to’ algae 
these can be killed off by adding a 
little copper sulphate to the water. The 
dose of copper sulphates . to destroy 
algae must not be large enough to kill 
fish, as happened once in Connecticut. 
In some cases, paradoxical as it sounds, 
increasing the dose of chlorine gets rid 
of the so-called chlorine taste; this is 
because the larger dose kills off the 
plants which are really responsible for 
the taste.

The third is the largest and most im- 
portant group. These are the tastes 
due to the discharge into the water of 
waste products from coke plants and 
various other chemical industries. Most 
of the taste is due to phenol bodies in 
these wastes. This should be prevented, 
since the industries: know of methods 
of removing practically all the phenol 
bodies and chlorine from their fastes. 
The more intelligent and more coop- 
erative industrials are installing meas- 
ures for recovering these chemicals 
from their waste water. 


The New York State Health Depart- 
ment gives three methods of removing 
the taste from waters. One is by su- 
perchlorination. Large quantities of 
chlorine are added to the water. This 
destroys the phenols. Then the excess 
of chlorine is removed with sulphur 
dioxide gas or with a solution of hypo- 
sulphite of soda as proposed by Lederer. 
The second method is by adding per- 
manganate of potash to the water. The 
third method consists in adding a little 
ammonia to the water just prior to 
pouring in the chlorine. The ammonia 
and the chlorine unite to form chlora- 
mine, a stable compound which kills 
the bacteria in the water but does not 
unite with the phenols to produce 
tastes and odors. These are all meth- 
ods for community use. 

From Chicago comes a proposal to use 
charcoal to remove these fishy tastes 
and odors. This is capable of being 
used in the household. 

Houston has a book in which 
several other methods.

ECENTLY a man was laid to eter- 
R nal rest. For 30-odd years he had 

lived in comparative obscurity. 
While his name was familiar to a 
special group, he was unknown to the 
vast majority.

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Indians Poverty-Stricken, 
Research Bureau Reports 


Study Discloses Fact That 


Redmen on U. S. Reserva- 


tions Very Nearly in Want; Social and Eco- 
nomic Solution Is Urged. 


(Associated Press.) 

Contrasting poignantly with the prev- 
alent Slant on the American Indian, 
which pictures him either as driving in 
luxurious limousines purchased with 
revenue from valuable oil lands or lead- 
ing a complacent life on a reservation, 
is the report of the Institute of Gov- 
ernment Research, made public by Sec- 
retary Work yesterday, which declares 
that most of the redmen are very nearly 
in want. 

The study, one of the most compre- 
hensive ever made of Indian affairs, was 
authorized by the Interior Secretary and 
covers 800 pages. In addition to the 
regular staff of the institute, nine spe- 
cialists assisted in the work, none of 
whom were from the Department of 
the Interior, in keeping with Mr. Work'’s 
desire for an impartial investigation.

Their 
vitality is low and their death rate high, 
Tuberculosis and trachoma are preva- 
lent and living conditions among ‘the 
majority of them are conducive to the 
development and spread of the disease, 
it says. 

Declaring that the income of the 
typical Indian family is so low as © 
place the aborigine little above actual 
want and that his earned income is 
meager, the study says his general con- 
dition, in fact, is such as to call for 
vigorous and immediate expansion of 
the Indian service. 

Too little attention has been given to 
the Indian’s social and economic ad- 
vancement, the report declared, adding 
that the theory of the American people 
has heretofore been that the Indian 
service, as an administrative agency, 
has had as its chief purpose the control 
and conservation of Indian property 
end the case of dependent Indians. 

The survey pointed out, however, 
that the Indian service has been unable 
to employ adequate and properly quall- 
fied personnel to perform this ultra- 
administrative work, as the personnel 
has been insufficient and in many cases 
without sufficient technical and profes- 
sional training to accomplish the work 
toward social and economic advance- 
ment. 

The staff was headed by Lewis 
Meriam, of Washington, and the work 
was done mainly with funds provided 
by John D. Rockefeller, jr.

COPPER PRICES Alot: 


Weather Influences Cause 
Some Spottiness in the 
ween ¢ Trade. 


OIL INDUSTRY APPEARS 
AGAIN TO MOVE UPWARD 


Good Demand for Autos—Car 
Loadings Lag—Political 
Situation Reassuring. 


_ New York, May 20 (A.P.).—Business 
moved along on a fairly even keel last 


week, such spottiness as developed be- 
ing attributed largely to weather influ- 
ences. 

The sharp improvement in the cop- 
per industry, refiected in the reduction 
of surplus stocks, the quickening of 
foreign demand and the stiffening of 
prices, was one of the most interest- 
ing developments of the week. Current 
consumption of copper is reported to 
be the largest in history, due largely 
to the enormous quantities used in 
electrification projects. 

Hand-to-mouth buying again pre- 
vails in the steel industry, with a soft- 
ening price tendency, but output is be- 
ing maintained at a relatively high 
rate, particularly in the Chicago dis- 
trict. The brisk demand for special 
steels is reflected in the increase of $7 
a. ton of steel alloys, which are being 
widely used by motor and airplane 
Manufacturers. 


Oil Outlook Brightens. 


The oil industry, which has been 
suffering for several years from the 
Overproduction of crude, also appears 
om the up-grade. The decision to ex- 
tend to Seminole oil field curtailment 
agreement. has been reflected in a 
sharp decrease in production. Mean- 
while, the consumption of gasoline is 
steadily increasing, and there is a firmer 
price tendency. It is estimated that 
the daily average crude oil require- 
ments in 1928 will run around 2,600,000 
barrels as against 2,450,000 last year. 

The leading automobile manufactur- 
ers appear to be finding a ready de- 
mand for their product, particularly tn 
foreign markets. April sales of the 
General Motors Corporation broke all 
monthly records. 

Business of the airplane and acces- 
sory companies also has shown a mark- 
ed expansion. Announcement of a 
Proposed transcontinental air-rail pas- 
senger service, which would cut down 
the running time between New York 
and Los Angeles from four to two days, 
attracted widespread interest. 


Freight Car Loadings Fall Off. 


The continued falling off in freight 
car traffic below the _ corresponding 
weeks of 1927 and 1926 has been a 
source of uneasiness in many quarters 
where in the past such loadings have 
been regarded as barometric of busi- 
ness conditions. There is considerable 
difference of opinion as to how much 
of this is due to motor truck competi- 
tion, particularly in short haul busi- 
ness, and how much to a general less- 
ening of business activity. 

Approval of the Mississippi River 
flood control bill by President Coolidge 
is generally expected to give a decided 
stimulus to business, and, in a meas- 
ure, to relieve unemployment. Mil- 
lions of tons of material will be needed 
along the river before this work is 
finished and the preparation, trans- 
portation and construction undoubted- 
ly will give employment to thousands 

rsons. 
ittle Uneasiness Over Politics. 

Less uneasiness over the political 
Situation is apparent than in former 
présidential years, presumably because 
of the widespread confidence in the 
business ability of the leading con- 
tenders for the Republican and Demo- 
cratic nominations. 

Stiffening of credit conditions 
through the raising of Federal Reserve 
rediscount rates is not generally ex- 
_ pected to prove much of a handicap 
to business. If business expansion is 
hampered, or in the need of additional 
stimulus, a lowering of rates this sum- 
mer is regarded as likely, being de- 
pendent, to some extent, on the rapid- 
ity with which the supposedly top- 
heavy speculation condition is correct- 
ed in the securities market.

TARIFF RIDERS UP FIRST 


(Associated Press.) 

Confident of beating down any at- 
tacks on the principal provisions of 
the tax bills, Senate leaders will press 
the $225,000,000 tax reduction proposal 
to a fina] vote today. 

The thirteen-hour session of Satur- 
day failed to bring about an agree- 
ment for a vote on the bill today, but 
the Senate will meet two hours earlier 
than usual with a determination on 
all sides to get the measure finally dis- 
posed of. , 

Attempts of Senator Reed (Demo- 
crat), of Missouri, to add a farm relief 
“rider” and of Senator Blaine (Republi- 
can), of Wisconsin, to tack on a tariff 
revision “rider’’ will occupy first con- 
sideration of the bill today. The Senate 
overwhelmingly rejected three moves on 
Saturday, however, for attaching tariff 
and farm “riders” and little hope is 
held out for the Reed and Blaine pro- 
posals. 

Before a final vote is taken, Senator 
Smoot (Republican), Utah, will seek to 
knock out two proposals already ap- 
proved by the Senate—the amendment 
of Senator Norris (Republican), Ne- 
braska, opening income tax returns to 
public inspection, and the amendment 
of Senator Simmons (Democrat), North 
Carolina, restoring to the bill the House 
provision for a graduated scale of lower 
rates on corporations with incomes of 
$15,000 and less. 

The Simmons amendment involves 
the $24,000,000 added to the measure 
as it was reported leaders are anxious to 
hold the total cut of the bill within the 
$200,000,000 fimitation set by President 
Coolidge and Secretary Mellon. 

Defeat of the effort of Senator Bing- 
ham (Republican), Connecticut, for re- 
peal of the inheritance tax has elimi- 
nated most of the opposition of the 
Western Republican independent group 
to the bill which is expected to give 
support for an early vote today in an 
effort to get to work on the measure 
of Senator Johnson (Republican), Cali- 
fornia, for Boulder Canyon Dam. 


Socialists Will Seek 
To Organize Youths 


Newark, N. J., May 20 (A.P.).—The 
national executive committee of the 
Socialist party at -its first meeting to 
plan the coming presidential campaign 
announced last night that efforts would 
be made to organize the youth of the 
Nation under the direction of Louis 
Rabinowitz, of Boston. Karl Jursek, of 
Connecticut, is to open headquarters in 
Chicago. 

The committee members urged that 
the national party lend assistance to 
its followers in small towns in the West 
and Northwest, and encourage them to 
file tickets for the coming elections.

REACTION AMONG BONDS 


All Classes of Listed Issues 
Affected; Convertibles 
Lead Activity. 


NEW OFFERINGS SHRINK 


New York, May 20 (A.P.).—Higher 
money rates brought about a general 
recession in bond prices last week. All 
classes of listed bonds were affected, 
with the United States Government Is- 
sues sinking to new low levels for the 
year. Trading was in relatively small 
volume 

Raising of the New York Federal Re- 
serve Bank rediscount rate from 4 to 
4% per cent was followed by a stiffen- 
ing of other monetary accommodations, 
time loans being quoted at the highest 
level in five years. 

» While higher money rates almost in- 
variably mean lower bond prices, many 
bond traders believe the check to specu- 
lation in stock provided by the recent 
restriction of credit will help to revive 
interest In bonds, which have been 
rather neglected during the recent boom 
in stock prices. It is generally be- 
lieved that a large volume of surplus 
funds is still available and that, 
through the inability of commercial 
channels to absorb them, they are 
likely to find their way into the in- 
vestment market. 

Difficulties placed in the way of 
the United States Treasury's quarterly 
financing in June by the higher money 
rates are expected to be offset by the 
better opportunity to buy in the third 
Liberty bonds which mature in Novem- 
ber. The Treasury's offer to buy a cer- 
tain amount of these in at 10014 was 
withdrawn a few days in advance of 
the original expiration date, and the 
price subsequently slumped below that 
level. 

Chief interest in the iisted market 
last week centered in the convertible 
issues, Which moved in sympathy with 
the fluctuation of stock prices.

A “Temple to Pharmacy” in the Na- 
tion's Capital, for seven years the 
dream of Samuel L. Hilton, Washington 


druggist and former president of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
is about to be realized. 

The purchase of a site for the pro- 
posed “temple,” between Twenty-first 
and Twenty-second on B street north- 
west, was announced yesterday by Dr. 
Charles W. Johnson, dean of the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy of the University of 
Washington. 

It was back in 1921 that Dr. Hilton 
first proposed the erection of a national 
headquarters in this city. As president 
of the national association he made the 
‘ first contribution to the project and 
worked untiringly for its fulfillment. 


Excellent Site Chosen. 


As secretary of the local association 
he is still actively identified with the 
movement, and it was he who was 
charged with the selection of a com- 
mittee to carry to completion plans for 
the building’s erection here, approved 
last year by the national association. 

The site selected for the harmacy 
Headquarters Building lies between the 
National Academy of Sciences and the 
Naval Hospital grounds, on which the 
headquarters of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service will be erected. Its 
position and elevatio1., facing on the 
mew Mall, and directly opposite the 
Lincoln Memorial, give it an wunob- 
structed view over the Potomac River 
to the hills of Virginia beyond. 


Is Included. 


Already $700,000 has been raised by 
the association for the building and 
endowment fund, according to Dr. 
Johnson, and a special effort is being 
made to increase this fund to $1,000,- 
000 by the annual convention of the 
American Phamaceutical Association in 
Portland, Me., August 25. 

The headquarters structure here will 
house all of the local and national phar- 
maceutical activities and will contain 
a pharmaceutical museum, a library 
and specially equipped research labora- 
tory, Dr. Hilton announced yesterday. 

The laboratory will be equipped by 
Dr. Alfred A. L. Dohme, of Baltimore. 
Dr. H. A. B. Benning, of Baltimore, is 
chairman of the committee working 
out the plans.

HIGHWAY PER DIEM 
FUND REPORTED LOW 


67 District Employes Laid 
Off, Due to Heavy Snows, 
Zihiman Told. 


Sixty-seven per diem employes in the 
District highway department have been 
laid off as a result of the snowstorms 
last winter, which - 2st $20,000 to re- 
move, thereby exhausting nearly all of 
the fund for this department, according 


to information furnished to Representa- 
tive Frederick N. Zihlman, chairman of 
the House District committee, by the 
Commissioners in response to a number 
of inquiries made by Zihlman concern- 
ing the conditions of employment of 
per diem workers. 

Representative Zihlman made his re- 
quest for information following ques- 
tions asked him by a number of per 
diem workers as to whether they have 
the same privileges as those on the 
permanent rolls with respect to holi- 
days, annual leave, retirement privi- 
lezes and as to why so many of them 
were being laid off. 

Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, District audl- 
tor, to whom Representative Zihlman’s 
request for information’ was turned 
over, replied that District per diem em- 
ployes have the same holiday privileges 
that permanent employes have, except- 
ins jail and workhouse guards, “who, 
by reason of the exigencies of the public 
service they render, are required to work 
on legal holidays.” He admitted the 
charge by Zihlman that some “tempo- 
rary” per diem employes have been em- 
ployed steadily for.30 years or more, 
but explained that the law sets forth 
that certain types of jobs must be filled 
by per diem. workers. 


HOUSE ASKED TO PASS 
DIPLOMATIC MEASURE 


Representative Edith Rogers 
Says It Will End Dissatis- 
faction in Service. 


Representatives Edith Nourse Rogers 
(Republican), Massachusetts, yesterday 
expressed the hope that the House 
would act on the Moses bill to change 
the system of promotions in the State 
Department. The bill now is before the 


House committee on foreign affairs. 

Mrs. Rogers said that enactment of 
the bill into law is necessary if the 
present friction between foreign service 
men and consular men is to be re- 
moved. The consular men have charged 
that they are being discriminated 
against in the matter of promotions. 

The Moses bill, which has passed the 
Senate, is designed to remove the al- 
leged discrimination. Mrs. Rogers has 
made an exhaustive study of the pro- 
motion situation in the department 
and hopes to have an opportunity to 
give the foreign affairs committee the 
benefit of this study.

Those who have not read the book 
and may therefore expect to find In 
“Ramona” a refiection of the primi- 
tive gayeties of the Mission days in 
old California, will be rewarded by lit- 
tle of the quality of levity in Edwin 
Carewe’s picturization for United 
Artists of the Helen Hunt Jackson 
novel, being presented as major fea- 
ture for the week at Loew's Columbia. 
Indeed, an early subtitle frankly states 
that since simplicity is one of the 
requisites of art, “Ramona” has con- 
tented itself with setting down only 
the salient incidents of a tragic love 
story. 

It might have made greater claims 


to distinction than that. Pigtorially, 
it is magnificent. In selecting the lo- 
cales for the varidus sequences of his 
romantic narrative, Carewe has exer- 
cised the eye of an artist. Photo- 
graphically, too, the picture is superb. 
In the main, it is intelligently and 
well acted. 

It no doubt is a species of heresy to 
say so, but to me the least satisfac- 
tory portrayal contributed by any 
member of the able cast is that of 
the title role by Dolores Del Rio. This 
Mexican artiste, whose claim to fame 
seems to rest upon her work as Char- 
maine in “What Price Glory’’—in 
which, after us she had precious lit- 
tle to do—etches a portrait of Mrs. 
Jackson's half-Indian heroine that is, 
in my negligible opinion, infinitely 
more suggestive of the elegances of 
Park Avenue than it is of the rug- 
gedness of the time and the country 
in which she was reared. She imbues 
Ramona with all of the social graces, 
the cosmeticized beauty and the arti- 
ficial mannerisms of a twentieth cen- 
tury debutante instead of the sim- 
plicity of a maid just out of a pastoral 
convent, In the scenes in and about 
the hacienda of her foster mother and 
brother, these defects are less assertive 
than after she has eloped with Ales- 
sandro and has become the hard-work- 
ing mistress of a grass-thatched cabin 
on the side of the San Jacinto Valley. 

Warner Baxter, as Alessandro, the In- 
dian, and Roland Drew, as Felipe, the 
aristocratic young Don, who finally ex- 
tricates Ramona from the tragic deb- 
acle of her hapless life, are excellently 
cast, and Vera Lewis. splendid charac- 
ter actress, offers a suitably unsympa- 
thetic delineation of the _ itron-willed 
duenna. 

Carewe has emphasized with almost 
unnecessarily gruesome detail the per- 
secution, massacre and pillage to which 
the Indian was subjected by a lawless 
element of the pioneering whites. He 
has also woven into his drama many 
moments of exqulsite pathos which Se- 
norita de! Rio enacts with finely shaded 
realism and power that largely mitigate 
the other less vital shortcomings of her 
performance. 

In the large view, “Ramona” is a se- 
rious and thoughtful effort on the side 
of the development of the photoplay’s 
artistic maturity that reflects utmost 
credit upon all who had a part in its 
makin;' and is heartily recommended 
as such

Save for occasional references to 
Frisco and the Barbary Coast in the 
subtitles, the scene of “San Francisco 


Nights,” the current screen feature at 
the Rialto, might have been laid in any 
city on the continent. The story vis- 
ualized by the cameras is no more in- 
digenous to the metropolis of the Gold- 
en Gate than it is to Oskaloosa or 
Oshkosh. But it is interesting and 
particularly well cast. 

There’ is something about this ‘tale 
of a lawyer who sinks from his high 
estate to the honky-tonks of the Bar- 
bary Coast and then regains his former 
eminence at the bar, through the com- 
passionate offices of a girl of the resort 
where he is slugged into unconscious- 
ness, that vaguely suggests Sir Gilbert 
Parker's “The Right of Way.” The 
counterpart of Charlie Steele, the bar- 
rister with a master-vice, is easily recog- 
nized in the character of the young 
attorney impersonated by Percy Mar- 
mont. 

The girl is pleyed by Mae Busch, with 
a fidelity to type in both appearance 
and action that carries conviction and 
commands admiration of a sort. The 
small role of the wife is taken by Alma 
Tell, who has gone blonde since last 
I saw her, and the girl’s “man” is made 
adequately ominous by Tom O’Brien, 
chief bouncer in the dance hall. The 
part of the “rat,” seemingly necessary In 
all dramas of the underworld, is well 
done by George Stone, although Mr. 
Stone has lost much of his impressive- 
ness to this commentator since having 
been heard to speak squeakily through 
the medium of vitaphone in “Tender- 
loin.” One audible word from this 
diminutive player and no one would 
experience the fear he seems to inspire 
when mute.
